DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 27-31 are allowed. Claims 1-13 have been canceled in applicant's preliminary 
amendment filed 26 April 2006. Claims 13-26 have been canceled in applicant's amendment filed 01 
April 2010. 

Priority 

2. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application filed in 
Japan on 07 May 2004. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified copy of the JP 2004- 
198532 application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). Note that although this foreign priority application is 
available from, and can be viewed in its entirety at, the World Intellectual Property Organization's website 
(http://www.wipo.int/pctdb/en/, search for "PCT/JP2005/012048"), it has not been placed on file in the 
United States Patent and Trademark Office. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 27-31 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record, either 
alone or in combination, fails to teach or fairly suggest, in claims 27, 29, and 30: where "(i) the first or 
second calibrating device operates, if the judging device judges that the first and second calibration areas 
have the space area having the predetermined size, and (ii) the first or second calibrating device does not 
operate, if the judging device judges that the first and second calibration areas do not have the space 
area having the predetermined size" (as recited in claim 27 and similarly recited in claims 29 and 30), in 
combination with all the remaining limitations of each claim. Claims 28 and 31 are allowed based on their 
dependence from an allowed claim.
